BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY 
Revised February 9, 1915. 

Article I. 

Membership 

Composition 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall be composed of 
Active, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary members. 

Active Members. 

All men of good standing who are residents of and inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of the city of Cleveland west of the Cuyahoga River and its 
suburbs, and all other men who have property interests in the 
above territory are eligible for active membership. 

Non-Resident Members. 

All men of good standing who are not residents of and 
who have no property interests in the city of Cleveland west 
of the Cuyahoga River and its suburbs, but who are inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of that territory, are eligible for non-resident membership, and 
they shall enjoy all the privileges of active membership except 
to vote and hold official positions. 

Honorary Membership. 

Any man of distinction may be admitted to honorary 
membership and he shall enjoy all the privileges of active mem¬ 
bership and be exempt from all fees and dues. 

Application. 

All candidates for membership, except honorary member¬ 
ship, shall make written application to the Board of Directors, 
said application being a guarantee to adhere to all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted by the Chamber or its Board of 
Directors, and there shall accompany each application, in cur¬ 
rency or check, a sum to be determined by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. A proposition to confer honorary membership may be 
made in writing to the membership committee by any member 
of the Chamber. 






By-Lazvs, Rules and Regulations 
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Election. 

To elect an applicant to membership it shall require the 
recommendation of the membership committee and an affirma¬ 
tive vote of the directors present at the meeting at which such 
application is considered; five negative votes shall defeat the 
motion to elect. 

Notice. 

At least five days’ notice of approval by the membership 
committee shall be posted on the bulletin board, or published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise. 

Announcement.

At each regular meeting of the chamber the secretary shall 
read the names of all candidates elected by the board of direc¬ 
tors unless otherwise ordered. 

Objection . 

Objection to any candidate recommended for election by 
the membership committee shall be communicated to the board 
of directors in writing before the meeting at which such can¬ 
didate is voted upon. 

Dues. 

Each member shall pay yearly dues of ten dollars, pay¬ 
able semi-annually in advance on the first of January and July. 

Commencement. 

The annual dues of each member shall commence and in¬ 
clude the month in which said applicant shall have been elected 
at the rate of one dollar per month for any unexpired semi¬ 
annual period. 

Delinquency. 

If any member shall fail to pay his dues within three 
months after date of maturity, or for his membership seat 
certificate as provided for by the board of directors, the secre¬ 
tary shall notify him of such delinquency. If at the end of 
ten days he still remains delinquent, he shall be dropped from 
the roster of the Chamber, and any partial payments upon his 
membership seat certificate forfeited, or if an owner of a mem¬ 
bership seat certificate, all delinquency shall be charged against 
such membership seat certificate, unless otherwise ordered by 
the board of directors. The Chamber shall have a lien for 
all moneys due it from delinquent members upon seats held 
by them. 
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The Cleveland Chamber of Industry 
Reinstatement. 


In case any member who has been dropped from the 
roster of the Chamber desires to again take up his member¬ 
ship, he must pay up all delinquent dues charged against him 
and make application in the regular manner. The membership 
seat certificate must be paid for in the manner prescribed in 
these by-laws, and the forfeiture of previous partial payments 
upon membership seat certificate will not be restored. 


Good Standing 

Any member who is in arrears for dues, or for payments 
upon membership seat certificate, shall not be considered in 
good standing so far as all activities, social and otherwise, of 
the Chamber are concerned. 


Rebatcment. 

The board of directors shall have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership 
in good standing. 


Transfer. 

\ 

The membership of any seat hqlder may be transferred 
to any duly elected member, subject to the provisions of 
Article 2. 


Resignation. 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the board of 
directors; but if any resignation is made after a payment is 
due, the member presenting it shall not be relieved from lia¬ 
bility for dues of the semi-annual period entered upon. 


Forfeiture. 

Any person who, from any cause, shall cease to be a mem¬ 
ber, shall forfeit all his active rights and interest in the cham¬ 
ber, excepting his property right as a seat holder, as provided 
in Article 2. 
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MEMBERSHIP SEATS. 


Classes. 

There shall be two classes of membership seats, as fol¬ 
lows: Regular membership seat; Life membership seat. 

Regular. 

The issue of regular membership seat certificates shall be 
determined by the board of directors and shall be sold at the 
par value of twenty-five dollars each. The regular seat certifi¬ 
cate, unimpaired, shall be transferable to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber. 


Life. 

Life membership seat certificates issued prior to May 14, 
1912, are transferable, unimpaired, to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber and exempt the holder from the payment of all fees and 
dues. Any life membership seat certificate issued after May 
14, 1912, shall not be transferable and upon the decease of 
any member holding such certificate so issued, the same shall 
revert to and become the property of the chamber. 

Re-Issue. 

Any regular membership certificate acquired by the board 
of directors may be sold and re-issued to any active member. 

Certificate. 

Every subscriber to a membership seat shall upon pay¬ 
ment in full for the same, be entitled to a certificate of owner¬ 
ship bearing the seal of the chamber and the signatures of the 
president and secretary. 


Transfer. 

Any regular membership seat certificate of a deceased 
member may be transferred by his legal representatives to 
any duly elected member. 
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Surrender. 

If the owner of a seat certificate ceases to be a member, 
for any cause, except death, his membership seat shall thereby 
be surrendered to the chamber and such certificate may be sold 
at the discretion of the board of directors, for not less than 
its face value, and when sold the proceeds of such sale, les* 
any and all unpaid obligations to the chamber, shall be paid 
to the person in whose name the certificate stands on the 
books of the chamber, or to his legal representative. 

Notices. 

In the event of the failure of any member whose seat has 
been surrendered to return to the secretary his seat certificate 
within 10 days after such surrender, with proper endorsement 
of transfer, notice of such failure shall be posted on the bulletin 
board for a period of not exceeding thirty days and notice to 
return such certificate shall be mailed to such member at his 
address on the books of the chamber. 

Effective. 

No transfer of any certificate shall be effective until the 
outstanding certificate has been surrendered and entered on 
the books of the chamber, and a new certificate issued to trans¬ 
feree. Provided, however, where the owner of a seat certifi¬ 
cate who ceases to be member for any cause, except death, and 
such member fails, neglects or refuses to surrender his out¬ 
standing certificate upon proper notice as above provided, the 
board of directors may order a new certificate issued to a 
transferee without the surrender of such old certificate. 

Loss. 

In the event of the loss or destruction of any seat certifi¬ 
cate, the owner thereof, or his legal representative, shall make 
a declaration of such loss or destruction before a notary, and 
shall transmit the same to the board of directors, who may 
cause a new certificate to be issued. The form of such affi¬ 
davit shall be as follows:

Forfeiture. 

Any member whose seat has been surrendered, who shall 
fail to return his certificate, or, in lieu thereof, a declaration 
of its loss or destruction, within thirty days after the date of 
the notice provided in this article, shall forfeit the same to the 
chamber and shall thereby surrender his property right. Any 
person who is a subscriber for a membership seat certificate, 
and who, from any cause, except death, shall cease to be a 
member before completing payment of such subscription, shall 
forfeit to the chamber all moneys that have been paid on ac¬ 
count of such subscription, and moneys thus forfeited shall be 
credited to the sinking fund. 

Sinking Fund. 

There shall be a sinking fund established to which shall 
be credited all amounts accruing from the forfeiture of any 
partial payment on membershio seat certificate subscriptions as 
provided in the foregoing section, or any other funds that the 
board of directors may designate. No moneys shall be drawn 
or transferred from the sinking fund for any purpose, except 
by the unanimous vote of the directors present at a regular 
meeting of the board of directors. 

In Case of Death. 

Upon the decease of a seat holder, whose membership seat 
has been paid for in whole or in part, the secretary shall notify 
his legal representative of the standing of such member upon 
the books of the chamber and such legal representative shall 
have the option, after the payment of all arrearages of such de¬ 
ceased member, to sell such certificate to any duly elected 
member of the chamber or to forfeit the same as above pro¬ 
vided. 

Article III. 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Government. 

The government of the chamber shall be vested in the 
board of directors, who shall have control of its property and 
the direction of its affairs.

Composition. 

The board of directors shall consist of nineteen members, 
who shall be elected annually as hereinafter provided. 

Districts. 

In order to effect an equitable geographical distribution of 
the directors there shall be nine districts and two directors 
elected from each district, said directors to be residents of the 
districts from which they are elected. The nine districts shall 
be as follows: 

First District—First Ward. 

Second District—Second Ward. 

Third District—Third Ward. 

Fourth District—Fourth Ward. 

Fifth District—Fifth Ward. 

Sixth District—Sixth Ward. 

Seventh District—Seventh Ward. 

Eighth District—Eighth Ward. 

Ninth District—Lakewood. 

In all elections there shall be elected annually one director 
from each district for a term of two years. No member shall 
serve as a director for more than one term in any four con¬ 
secutive years. 

Duties. 

Their duties shall begin on the first Tuesday in January 
of each year, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify, when 
they shall meet and elect a nineteenth director for one year 
and who shall be a seat holder, and officers for the year, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
The limitations as to eligibility contained in the foregoing 
paragraph of this article shall not apply to such nineteenth 
director. 

Officers. 

The board of directors shall elect from its own members 
a president, two vice-presidents and a treasurer, and shall 
annually elect a secretary and fix his salary. 

Vacancies. 

The directors shall have power to fill vacancies in the 
board. 

Rules. 

The board of directors may adopt rules and regulations 
for the government and proper business conduct of the cham¬ 
ber, and shall have power to amend the same. 
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Reports . 

The board of directors shall submit, at the Annual Meet¬ 
ing, a full review of its acts for the preceding year and shall 
also cause to be prepared an Annual Report of the financial 
condition of the chamber, which shall at all times be on file 
in the office of the secretary and open to the inspection of any 
member. 


Article IV. 

OFFICERS. 

President. 

The president shall preside at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber and board of directors. He shall perform all duties inci¬ 
dent to his office and advise such action as may be deemed bv 
him likely to increase the usefulness and prosperity of the 
chamber. 

The vice-presidents shall act in the absence of the presi¬ 
dent in the order of their election; and in the absence or dis¬ 
ability of the three officers named, a member shall be chosen to 
act temporarily. 

T reasurer. 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
chamber. He shall make no disbursement except upon an 
order signed by the secretary and countersigned by the presi¬ 
dent. or, in the absence of the president, by one of the vice- 
presidents. He shall keep all moneys of the chamber depos¬ 
ited in his name in such depository as the board of directors 
may designate. He shall make monthly reports to the board, 
who shall require him to give acceptable bond, in a sum such 
as the board may determine, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and keep 
a record of information of value to the members of the cham¬ 
ber, conduct' the official correspondence, preserve all books, 
documents and communications, keep books of account and 
maintain an accurate record of the proceedings of the cham¬ 
ber, board of directors and all standing committees. He shall 
supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and infor¬ 
mation of commercial and municipal value, and shall publish 
such reports as the board may order. He shall appoint and 
have general supervision over all employes of the chamber, 
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incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
directors. He shall perform such duties as may be incident to 
his office, subject to the direction of the board of directors. 
At the expiration of his term of office he shall deliver to the 
board of directors all books, papers and property of the 
chamber. 

Article V. 

COMMITTEES. 

The president shall appoint the following standing com¬ 
mittees of five members each, except the Acquaintance Com¬ 
mittee, which shall be composed of fifteen members:

Executive. 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, shall transact all routine business of 
the chamber, and shall act for the board in the interim be¬ 
tween its meetings or in the absence of a quorum thereof. It 
shall have authority to order disbursements for the necessary 
expenses of the chamber, and shall audit the same for pay¬ 
ment. It shall be empowered to employ such assistants, upon 
request of the secretary, as may be deemed necessary for the 
proper conduct of the business of the chamber. It shall have 
general supervision of the interest and property of the cham- 
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ber. It shall submit at the regular meetings of the board re¬ 
ports of its acts or minutes of its proceedings for confirmation. 

House . 

The president shall appoint a House Committee of five 
members. The duties of such committees shall be to make 
proper rules for the government of the club features attached 
to the chamber and to generally supervise the rooms and all 
permanent amusement and entertainment features, and en¬ 
force such rules that proper conduct and decorum may be at 
all times observed. The rules so formulated and the permanent 
amusement and entertainment features proposed by the House 
Committee to first receive the approval of the board of direc¬ 
tors, or Executive Committee, before becoming effective. 

Auditing. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to conduct 
and supervise the examination and auditing of the books and 
accounts of the treasurer and secretary and report its findings 
to the board of directors at its first meeting in July and January 
of each year, together with a statement of the financial condi¬ 
tion of the chamber on June 30 and December 31 of each year. 

Duties . 

Except when specified the duties of standing and special 
committees shall be indicated by their respective names, and 
shall be such as usually belong to similar committees. 

Service. 

No member shall serve as chairman on more than one 
standing committee at the same time. 

Reports. 

All standing and special committees shall report their 
proceedings at the regular meetings of the board or chamber, 
and shall submit to the board of directors, prior to its last 
meeting before the annual meeting of the chamber, a full re¬ 
port of their acts and findings from the time of appointment. 
Reports of all committees must be submitted in writing and 
filed with the secretary. 

Inefficiency. 

Should any standing or special committee fail to discharge 
the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, such 
committee shall be declared discharged bv the president upon 
recommendation by the executive committee or board of direc¬ 
tors, and the president shall appoint a new committee for 
confirmation. 
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Discharge. 

All standing committees shall be considered discharged at 
the end of each chamber year, or until their successors are 
appointed. All special committees shall be continued until 
otherwise ordered by the incoming board of directors. 

Vacancies. 

Vacancies in any committee shall be filled by the presi¬ 
dent, subject to approval by the board of directors. 

Ex-Officio. 

The president and secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees, unless otherwise ordered. 

Article VI. 

f 

BOARDS, EXCHANGES OR ASSOCIATIONS. 

Any number of members who may desire to be associated 
together as a board, exchange, society or association, for the 
purpose of promoting more effectually the special trade, indus¬ 
try, business or profession in which they are interested, may 
form a board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

The desire to form any board shall be communicated to 
the board of directors in a petition signed by not less than ten 
merrfbers, and if the board of directors shall approve the for¬ 
mation of such board, the secretary shall issue a call for a 
meeting of all members likely to be interested therein. 

If two-thirds of those called shall favor the formation of 
such board, this fact in writing shall be communicated to the 
board of directors, who shall issue a certificate of organization 
bearing the seal of the Chamber and the signature of its presi¬ 
dent and secretary; but such certificate shall not be issued un¬ 
til the board of directors shall have approved all by-laws, rules 
and regulations adopted, or proposed to be adopted, by such 
board. 

Each board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry may 
adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations as it may consider 
necessary for its proper government; but no by-law, rule or 
regulation shall be adopted by any board which shall in any 
way conflict with the purposes and objects of the chamber 
as set forth in its charter, by-laws, rules and regulations. 

No board of this chamber, or any member thereof, shall 
contract any debt in its behalf which shall in any manner, or 
to any extent, render the chamber liable for the payment of 
any sum, unless the same shall have been approved by the 
board of directors of the chamber. 
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No action or resolution of any board shall be binding 
upon or expressive of the sense of The Cleveland Chamber of 
Industry. 

Any board of this chamber may be dissolved by the board 
of directors upon petition approved by two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of said board present at a meeting officially called for the 
purpose of considering such dissolution; and any board shall 
be suspended or dissolved by the board of directors for any 
action contrary to the charter, by-laws, rules and regulations 
of the chamber; such suspension or dissolution may. if the 
board of directors so order, constitute a charge against the 
members of such board as provided in Article IX of the by¬ 
laws of the chamber. 

Boards, or associations, in affiliation with the chamber 
shall submit at the annual meetings of the chamber reports 
of their condition and reviews of their proceedings for the 
year. 

Article VII. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be a regular meeting of the chamber on the 
second Tuesday in each month, except June, July and August, 
or when otherwise ordered by the chamber or its board of 
directors. 

Annual. 

The annual meeting of the chamber shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January of each year. 

Quorum. 

Fifty members shall constitute a quorum at any regular 
meeting of the chamber. 

Hours. 

The hours of meeting shall be fixed by the directors. 

Order. 

The order of business at all regular meetings shall be as 
follows:

Reading minutes.

Reports of officers. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Elections. 

Adjournment. * i 
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Board. 

The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the 
first Tuesday of each month; seven members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Committees. 

Meetings of committees may be called at any time by the 
president or by the chairman of such committees. 

Special. 

Special meetings of the chamber, board of directors and 
committees may be called by the president; special meetings 
of the chamber or board shall be called upon the written re¬ 
quest of ten members. 

Change. 

The board of directors may at any time order a change 
in time of holding regular or special meetings. 

Business 

At all special meetings of the chamber, only such business 
as the meeting was called to consider shall be discussed or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent. 

Attendance. * 

Neglect of officers, directors or members of committees 
to attend three consecutive meetings shall be deemed a tender 
of resignation, unless satisfactory reasons be given acceptable 
to the board of directors. 


Executive. 

Upon motion of any member, the chamber may, by a 
majority vote, go into executive session. 

Speeches . 

No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice, 
or longer than five minutes each time, on any one subject, 
except by a majority vote of those present. 

Exclusion. 

No one but a member shall address the chamber, except 
by unanimous consent. 

Resolutions. 

All resolutions offered must be in writing and handed to 
the secretary. 
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Reference . 

No member shall read or offer for action any communi¬ 
cation, report or resolution, without first making a general 
statement of the subject matter thereof. Should any two 
members object to its coming before the chamber at once, it 
shall be referred to an advisory committee of three, to be 
immediately appointed by the presiding officer. After hearing 
any statement the member offering or the members objecting 
to the resolution may desire to make, said advisory committee 
shall report the resolution back to the same meeting of the 
chamber with a recommendation that the resolution be acted 
upon at once, or be referred for future action. 

Approval. 

Any communication, report or resolution which has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the board of directors shall be acted 
on without reference. 


Article VIII. 

ELECTIONS. 

The election of directors shall be held upon the second 
Tuesday in December of each year. If, for any reason, it is 
deemed expedient to change the date of any annual election, 
a resolution to such effect must receive a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any general meeting. 

Nominating. 

At the last regular meeting of the board of directors prior 
to the annual election the board shall elect a nominating com¬ 
mittee, said committee to consist of one member from each of 
the nine districts. 


Official. 

The nominating committee shall prepare a list of eighteen 
candidates, two from each district, to be known as the “official 
ticket,” and from which members may select nine for direc¬ 
tors, voting for but one from each district. All nominations 
made by the nominating committee must be of members who 
are seat holders in good standing. 

Reports. 

The report of the nominating committee shall be posted 
and a printed copy thereof mailed to each member of the 
chamber at least six days prior to the annual election. 
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Polls. 

The polls shall be open from 12 m. until 5 p. m. on the 
day of the annual election. 

Result. 

The candidate from each of the nine districts receiving 
the highest number of votes cast at the annual election shall 
be constituted and declared a member of the board of direc¬ 
tors for the period of two years. 

Tie . 

In the election of directors, should a tie vote occur, the 
committee of judges shall cast lots and certify as elected the 
person or persons on whom the selection falls. 

Unofficial. 

Any fifteen members of the chamber may nominate a 
different ticket or tickets by posting the same, over their sig¬ 
natures, on the bulletin board, not later than three days previ¬ 
ous to the annual election, provided, however, that the ticket 
conforms to the requirements of the “official ticket” in the 
observance of the nine districts and that the nominees shall 
be seat holders. 

Voting . 

All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Judges. 

The president shall appoint and announce at the meeting 
when the nominating committee is elected, a committee of five 
judges, who are not members of the board of directors or can¬ 
didates for election as such, to have supervision of the election, 
and such committee shall serve from the opening of the polls 
until the result has been ascertained. 

Certificates. 

The committee shall cause to be issued to each director 
elected a certificate of his election, bearing the signature of 
the committee of judges. 

Article IX. 

TRIALS AND CHARGES. 

Court. 

The board of directors shall constitute a court to examine 
into charges of unbusinesslike conduct, willful violation of 
business contracts or obligations, or offenses against the by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations of the chamber.

Investigation. 

If it shall become known to the board that any member 
has disgraced himself, and that in the opinion of the board 
his further connection with the chamber would injuriously 
affect its good name and dignity, it shall be the duty of the 
board to cause an investigation, and it shall report the result 
of such investigation to the chamber for final action, with its 
recommendation. 

Charges. 

Charges made by one or more members against another 
must always be submitted to the board of directors in writing, 
and due notice shall be promptly given said accused member 
of such charges. 

Expulsion. 

Any member who may be expelled from the chamber shall 
forfeit his membership certificate and be excluded from the 
rooms, and the application of any expelled member shall not 
again be considered for election to membership, unless by a 
two-thirds vote of the board of directors. 

Hearing. 

Members against whom charges are made shall be entitled 
to a fair hearing in their own defense, but shall not employ 
professional counsel to defend them. 

Notification. 

The secretary shall notify, by mail or messenger, any 
member who shall have been censured, suspended or expelled. 

Article X. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Expenditures. 

No disbursements of the funds of the chamber shall be 
made unless the same shall have been approved and ordered 
by the executive committee or board of directors, and no or¬ 
der upon the treasurer shall be honored by him unless such 
order shall be signed by the secretary and countersigned by 
the president, or in the absence of the president, one of the 
vice-presidents. 

Appropriations. 

No appropriation of money or other property of the 
chamber shall be made for any purpose other than to defray 
its legitimate expenses, except by the unanimous vote of the 
members present at a meeting of the board of directors, or a 
four-fifths majority vote of those present at a meeting of the 
chamber. 
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Article XI. 

SEAL. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall have a seal of 
such design as the board of directors may adopt. 

Article XII. 

PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

The proceedings of the chamber meetings shall be gov¬ 
erned by and conducted according to the latest edition of 
Roberts’ manual on parliamentary rules. 

Article XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

By-Laws. 

These by-laws may be amended or altered by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular or special meeting, pro¬ 
vided notice of the proposed change shall have been published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise, or mailed to the members, at 
least four days prior to such meeting. 

Approval. 

All proposed amendments shall first receive the approval 
of the board of directors. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Hours. 

The rooms of the chamber shall be open daily from 8:30 
a. m. until 5 p. m. except Sundays and holidays. 

They shall also be open at other times for meetings of 
the chamber, board of directors or committees, and by order 
of the executive committee. 


Rooms. 

The rooms shall be for the exclusive use of members and 
guests, and shall not be used for any purpose not provided 
for unless by permission of the executive committee, and then 
subject to such restrictions as it may deem proper. 

Use. 

The rooms may be used for meetings of any branch of 
trade, business or profession represented in the membership 
of the chamber, but written permission must be obtained 
through the secretary prior to such meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

December 31, 1915. 

To the Members of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

In presenting the annual report of this organization, we 
know we are not violating any precedent and feel we are cer¬ 
tainly within the confines of fact, when we offer our congratu¬ 
lations upon another year of progress and achievement and 
one filled with faithful endeavor to at all times realize the 
ideals for which this chamber was created. 

Dynamic Force of Organization. 

A movement for the general public weal may have its 
inception in one year and its full realization several years 
later; in the interim it is only the steady drive and dynamic 
force of organization that bring about the final victory. Such 
is the force of the Chamber of Industry, and if it does not 
indulge in any spectacular displays, the quiet, persistent and 
intelligent efforts of its directing officials and committees, as 
well as the loyal support of its members, accomplish lasting 
results of civic benefit. 

Grozving Broadness of Civic Spirit. 

It is most encouraging to recognize the growing broad¬ 
ness of the civic spirit of this organization, and that in its 
vision it observes with sympathy and aids with enthusiasm 
those things which work toward a greater and a better city, 
even if such projects extend beyond the limits of its charter 
of incorporation. 

Basic Principle of Cleveland Citizenship. 

The citizenship of Cleveland is perhaps unique in its in¬ 
telligent conception of civic problems and in its independence 
in thought and action. This characteristic finds its expres¬ 
sion in the numerous organizations in Cleveland, covering 
almost, if not quite, every field of moral, social, civic, com¬ 
mercial and industrial development. While there are these 
numerous organizations with seemingly divergent interests, 
the fact remains that the basic principle is the same, namely: 
to benefit the city and its citizens. 

Membership in Chamber Offers 
Opportunity for Loyal •Chic Co-operation. 

To take an important and helpful part in all of these 
activities is indeed a privilege to be prized, and membership 
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in the Chamber of Industry presents splendid opportunity for 
the broadening of civic vision and loyal co-operation for the 
city’s welfare. Not to absorb this spirit and live up to its 
highest promptings, is to fail to grasp the underlying prin¬ 
ciples of organized effort as represented by this body in the 
community. 

Your Board of Directors, happily, has no complaint to 
make of any such lack of enthusiasm and service upon the 
part of this chamber, but, on the contrary, in view of all the 
multifarious interests and duties which present themselves, 
to heartily commend the civic spirit and its expression as 
manifested in this membership. 

City Progresses Notwithstanding 
National Anxiety and Unrest . 

The past year has been one of national anxiety and con¬ 
siderable unrest, not an unnatural reflex action of the dis¬ 
tressing conditions abroad. Business naturally has been af¬ 
fected and a conservative policy has been the result. Not¬ 
withstanding such conditions, our own city has suffered no 
material check in its industrial production or in its growth 
in population. Great public improvements have proceeded to 
completion and yet others cheerfully endorsed by the citizens 
at the polls. In all of these affairs, the Chamber of Industry 
has more than met its responsibilities and the hopes of its 
founders and supporters. 

The Encircling County Boulevard. 

We have said that persistent organized effort must bring 
results and it is, therefore, with feelings of pride and gratitude 
that we direct your attention to the final victory of one of the 
greatest projects originating in this chamber and which had 
its continuous unwavering aid and support. We refer to the 
encircling county boulevard, now properly financed to begin 
work through the Board of County Park Commissioners. The 
historv of this movement is familiar to this body; how, in 
1909 the preservation of Rocky River valley for a parkway 
came before the chamber; how, through the efforts of this 
body, interest was aroused throughout the county to preserve 
other beauty spots; how, in May, 1911, through our activity, 
state legislation was secured creating a county park commis¬ 
sion; how it was found that further legislation was required 
to give the county park commission adequate funds to in¬ 
augurate the work, and how, during the past year, this cham¬ 
ber took the initiative and rallied all the leading civic and other 
organizations to its support, securing legislation which has 
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given financial power and backing to this tremendous project. 
It is our belief, in the years to come, when this great boule¬ 
vard encircles Cleveland with its forty or more miles of scenic 
splendor, that no greater monument than this will stand to the 
credit of this chamber and the men who gave ceaseless and 
loyal effort to this project. Our great automobile trip on 
May 27, 1915, when the tentatively proposed route was cov¬ 
ered in a day's tour, only emphasized the wisdom of our judg¬ 
ment and the far-reaching effects of this magnificent boule¬ 
vard upon the city we love to call our own. 

Nickel Plate Grade Eliminations . 

It is with feelings of relief and gratitude that we are 
enabled to say that the present year has witnessed, through 
the efforts of this chamber, the final obstacles swept from the 
path of the Nickel Plate grade elimination work on the West 
Side. Although bonds were authorized by vote of the people 
in 1910, the improvements lagged through non-agreement with 
many property owners, and even the railway company halted 
and wavered because of financial reasons. A special commit¬ 
tee from this chamber finally forced a conclusion between all 
parties concerned, and to the best possible advantage of all 
citizens, but work was not commenced. During the past year 
another, and it is believed the last, obstacle appeared in the 
plan to be pursued in the disposition of the vast quantities of 
dirt to be excavated by the railway company. Through the 
efforts of our committee, and by means of public hearings, a 
generally satisfactory agreement has been reached and the 
dirt to be excavated will be “sluiced” into Walworth Run, 
filling it to a depth of from 6 to 10 feet, thus eliminating this 
section of the Run as a dumping ground for the city's refuse 
and rubbish which had become a nuisance and a menace to the 
health of thousands of citizens residing in the vicinity. Actual 
work by the railway company is promised to begin as early 
as March, 1916. 

The Detroit-Superior High Level Bridge. 

Chief interest, during 1915, in the Detroit-Superior High 
Level Bridge, has centered in the plans proposed for the ap¬ 
proaches thereto. It early developed that the county engineer 
and the county commissioners deemed the street car surface 
approaches to be unwise and dangerous to the great volume 
of vehicular traffic which would use the new bridge. This 
opinion gained great favor among the civic and various other 
organizations, and several plans were suggested to meet this 
situation. A surface plan was also submitted by those who 
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opposed removing the street cars from the surface. Your 
Board, after hearing the report of its joint committee, com¬ 
posed of its Bridge Committee and its Parks, Boulevards and 
Playgrounds Committee, declared in favor of subway ap¬ 
proaches. This declaration was later tabled by the chamber 
to await the report of Frederick Law Olmsted, expert of Bos¬ 
ton, employed by the City Planning Commission. The report 
of Mr. Olmsted has been received and advocates subway ap¬ 
proaches, very similar to the plans proposed by the county 
engineer. The City Planning Commission has also endorsed 
subway approaches and the city has inaugurated legislation 
to grant rights in the streets to the county commissioners to 
proceed. It would, therefore, appear that unless the courts 
are invoked to restrain the work, subway construction, or at 
least preparations for it, will be commenced very soon by the 
county commissioners. The one paramount consideration, 
which your Board has had in mind, was that whatever char¬ 
acter of approach was decided upon, there should be no delay 
in completing the bridge and opening it up for traffic. The 
county engineer and the county commissioners have given as¬ 
surances that, if permitted to proceed without interruption, the 
subway approaches would be ready with the completion of the 
bridge proper. 

Thoroughfares Under One Name 
For Unification of Cleveland. 

. In connection with matters involved in the completion of 
the high level bridge, it will be interesting to note the proposi¬ 
tion covered by the Moylan resolution in the city council which 
provided that upon the completion of the bridge, Superior 
and Detroit avenues be joined in one thoroughfare under one 
name. 

This resolution was thoroughly considered by the cham¬ 
ber committee and a public hearing held, with the result of a 
strong sentiment against changing the name of Detroit avenue. 
We feel, however, that a portion of the report of the commit¬ 
tee should become a part of this report, as indicating the 
broader civic spirit referred to earlier in our report. The part 
of the report of the committee is as follows: 

“We desire to commend the basic idea of the Moylan 
resolution, namely: to bring about the unification of Cleveland 
and to wipe out, as nearly as possible the sectional idea of 
Cleveland. Thoroughfares, leading from one limit of the city 
in a direct line to the opposite limit, would greatly aid such 
unification. As the city is linked together by its great bridges, 
such movement will undoubtedly grow and the public will be- 
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come educated to tolerate such changes. At present senti¬ 
mental, as well as business reasons, are so strongly grounded 
that, without the pressing emergency for immediate decision, 
it is wise to wait.” 

Recommendations In Reference to Street Pavements. 

The frequency of complaints to this chamber in reference 
to the bad conditions of street pavements, leads us to again 
call your attention to this very serious and important civic 
problem. While the complaints made to the chamber have 
been local in character, and temporary relief afforded, yet the 
conditions complained of are general throughout the city and 
only a city-wide solution will meet the situation. It is our 
opinion that the chamber should address itself to this work 
with earnestness and enthusiasm, and in keeping with that 
your Board at a very recent session passed the following reso¬ 
lution : 

“RESOLVED, That the Cleveland Chamber of Industry 
respectfully and urgently requests the incoming administration 
of Cleveland to carefully consider the report of the Sub-com¬ 
mittee of Fifteen upon the paving and street problems of this 
city. We especially recommend that portion of the report 
which treats of the creation of a well developed street depart¬ 
ment, which is possible under the charter of the city. We be¬ 
lieve no more important work confronts the city than to renew, 
repair and preserve its present pavements and to lay new pave¬ 
ments in streets not now paved.” 

This resolution was forwarded to Mayor-elect Davis and 
was courteously acknowledged by him with the request that the 
matter early be placed by this chamber before his administra¬ 
tion through the Director of Public Service. 

The way seems to be open to at least bring the matter up 
in an official way and it would appear that with the co-opera¬ 
tion of the city government and the various organizations, as 
reflected in the report of the Sub-Committee of Fifteen, satis¬ 
factory results should be obtained. 

The Jennings Road Pavement. 

While upon the topic of paving, your Board would call 
your attention to a very happy conclusion, during the year, of 
a matter which has taken several years to accomplish after a 
steady and patient campaign by this organization. We refer 
to the paving of Jennings Road, affording transportation relief 
to the numerous manufacturing plants in the upper flats. As 
early as 1908 the chamber was petitioned to aid in this im¬ 
portant improvement. It was found that many difficulties had 
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first to be cleared away, involving the building of an expensive 
retaining wall by the B. & O. Railway Company and obtain¬ 
ing the consents of large real estate holdings which would not 
be immediately benefited by the special tax necessary to be 
imposed. 

So complicated was the situation that ordinances passed 
by the extinct corporation of Brooklyn Village had to be in¬ 
terpreted in terms of the City of Cleveland, and even the mat¬ 
ter of grades established by the Village of Brooklyn had to be 
reconciled with those of the city. This chamber, however, 
steadily pursued the matter until not only did the railway com¬ 
pany consent and build the retaining wall without legal steps, 
but abutting property owners signed for the pavement. 

In May of the past year, 1915, the chamber committee 
held a joint conference with the city engineering department 
and the following industries located in the upper flats: The 
J. L. & H. Stadler Rendering & Fertilizer Company, The Cuya¬ 
hoga Rendering & Soap Company, The Adam Kroehle’s Sons 
Co., The Cleveland Tanning Co., The Norcross Co., The Towle 
Brick Co., The Standard Brick Co., The Harshaw, Fuller & 
Goodwin Co. and C. Masek. The result of that conference 
was the adjustment of all remaining difficulties and the work 
proceeded and today there is a sixteen foot roadway of easy 
grades, providing an outlet for the upper flats of great value 
and convenience to them. 

Boys' Detention Home and Public Welfare Work . 

We have not been idle in rendering aid and sympathetic 
effort in the public welfare work. 

The establishment of the Boys’ Detention Home in the 
old Meckes’ homestead on Franklin avenue called forth some 
comment of an adverse character, the same being to the effect 
that such an institution might not prove desirable in a resi¬ 
dential section. Our committee made a thorough study and 
investigation of the matter, having conferences with Judge 
Addams and other officials. The conclusion reached was that 
the institution was in no wise a penal one, but met a humane 
demand that juveniles, awaiting final disposition, should not 
be placed behind prison bars, but in a home with healthful and 
uplifting environment. With a full understanding of the con¬ 
duct of such a home and the beneficial results to flow there¬ 
from, the project was commended and endorsed. 

In many ways the chamber has been able to work in help¬ 
ful co-operation with the Associated Charities and the Federa¬ 
tion for Charity and Philanthropy, as well as other organiza¬ 
tions. 
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Public Sanitation and Pure Water. 

It is with pleasure we note the interest manifested and the 
aid rendered by this body in those public improvements which 
bear directly upon the health and convenience of the public. 
In August our committee investigated the necessity for the 
sewage disposal plants and heartily endorsed the proposition 
of a one-fourth mill addition to the tax rate to raise the in¬ 
terest and furnish a sinking fund for a $2,000,000 bond issue 
to complete this work. The chamber subsequently endorsed 
this bond issue which was approved by the voters in Novem¬ 
ber. This same interest was again manifested when on De¬ 
cember 14th, a noon luncheon at the chamber was followed 
by a visit of 400 members to the new Filtration Plant, which 
is to furnish our city with absolutely pure and wholesome 
water. 

Chamber Meetings and Speakers . 

While the activities of the chamber are constant, and re¬ 
flected each week in The Geveland Enterprise, our official 
organ, the formal monthly meetings of the membership, dur¬ 
ing the past year, have been of a most pleasant character. 
These meetings have been preceded by luncheons or dinners 
and have contributed largely to sociability and extension of 
acquaintance. The speakers at these events have contributed 
largely to a wider knowledge of industrial, civic and educa¬ 
tional affairs. We are pleased to note that the policy adopted 
has met with increasing favor and appreciation by the member¬ 
ship. Among the more prominent speakers may be mentioned 
Hon. Wallace D. Yaple, chairman of the Industrial Commis¬ 
sion of Ohio, who spoke upon “The Workmen's Compensation 
Law”; Director of Public Service Sidlo and Director of Pub¬ 
lic Safety Benesch who gave most illuminating addresses upon 
the work being done west of the river; Architect C. W. Hop- 
kinson on “Subway Approaches”; Mayor Baker on “The New 
Union Depot”; President D. C. Westenhaver, of the Board 
of Education, on “School Bonds”; W. W. White on the “Bar¬ 
ber Subway”; Jno. L. Cannon on the “C. & Y.” high level 
freight terminal; Dr. Leonard P. Ayers on “The Cleveland 
School Survey.” 

All In the Day's Work. 

The benefits rendered by the Chamber to its members are 
not always made a matter of official record, but are cared for 
by the executive offices in the course of the day's work. 
Among the more important events of this character was the 
effective protest against the abandonment of the fire boat, 
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which would have greatly endangered the flats and prominent 
West Side business property; quick and effective protest was 
made against the proposed ordinance preventing the use of 
automobile truck trailers and many instances where defective 
pavements or bad conditions of car tracks were remedied. 

Influence Not Wholly Local. 

In many ways this chamber, through your Board, has 
given aid and encouragement to projects not'wholly local, but 
which were for the best interests of our state and nation. 
Briefly may be mentioned a few: Protest against U. S. Senate 
Bill, No. 136, known as the Lafollette bill and which was in¬ 
imical to passenger traffic on the great lakes; endorsement of 
Senate Bill, No. 83, Ohio General Assembly, to abolish evils 
arising out of delinquent land tax sales; co-operation in the 
nation-wide campaign of “Give An Order”; endorsed House 
Bill, No. 272, Ohio General Assembly, to regulate private em¬ 
ployment agencies; co-operation in the formation of a non¬ 
partisan National Tariff Commission; co-operation with the 
Ohio and Cleveland Automobile Clubs in the development of 
main market route No. 10, between Cleveland and Cincinnati; 
co-operation with the Lakewood Chamber of Commerce in the 
West Madison street car extension to Rocky River. 

The chamber was honored by representation in the 
World’s Court Congress with two delegates; President Thwing 
offered the services of Western Reserve University in any ca¬ 
pacity required by the chamber in the study of civic and social 
problems. We were also honored with special invitations from 
the Cleveland Yacht Club, The Cleveland Advertising Club 
and the U. S. S. “Dorothea.” 

Supported Bond Issues. 

It is interesting to note that the chamber gave its en¬ 
thusiastic support to various bond issues and referendums at 
the November elections and that all carried, with the exception 
of the bond issue for public comfort stations. This we regret 
and hope that it may soon again be put before the voters and 
a special effort be made to carry the same. 

Building Addition to Proceed. 

After three years, the building addition project seems 
about to be realized. Modified plans have been accepted by 
this Board and arrangements made to finance the proposition. 
It would seem that now all obstacles were removed and that 
the coming summer should see the improvements made. 
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The Social Side. 

The social side of the chamber has not been neglected 
and among the pleasant events may be mentioned the annual 
smoker when the musical clubs of Western Reserve University 
helped celebrate the memory of “Meinheer Van Klaes”; the 
production of “The County Chairman” at the Gordon Square 
Theatre; the annual outing day at The Forest City Fair and 
as a climax the New Year’s Eve Open House. The Bowling 
League, composed of members of the chamber, enjoyed a very 
successful year with spring and fall outings at Dover Inn. 

The Annual Banquet. 

The annual banquet of the chamber on April 6, was not 
only as brilliant a success as any of its predecessors, but in 
the address on Hon. A. P. Gardner on “The National Defense/’ 
a key note was sounded which now echoes throughout this 
country, although at that time Mr. Gardner was a modem 
Ajax defying the lightenings of the “Peace at any Price” 
party. While this chamber had no intention of advancing or 
retarding the idea of national preparedness, yet it is gratifying 
to know that this organization was the first in the city to calmly 
and fearlessly invite a serious consideration of the same. 

Annual Automobile Trip. 

It was, therefore, in perfect keeping with the spirit of 
this address and of the rapidly changing national sentiment, 
that the annual automobile trip of the chamber was held on 
September 10, with the citizens military training camp at 
Chagrin Falls as the objective point. The movement rep¬ 
resented only by this camp in Ohio has since grown to large 
proportions in the scheme of national preparedness. 

“ Hello , Frisco r 

An event of unusual interest, and one in which it was a 
great privilege to participate, was the long distance telephone 
demonstration given this chamber by The American Tele¬ 
phone & Telegraph Co., on September 13, 1915. The marvels 
of modern communication were revealed when 500 members 
of the chamber gathered in the auditorium, each provided with 
a telephone receiver, distinctly heard conversation, music and 
the roar of the ocean surf at all important points between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific with greetings from the exposition 
officials and friends upon the grounds in San Francisco as a 
finale. The thanks of this body are especially due the Cleve¬ 
land Telephone Company for making this wonderful treat a 
possibility. 
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Specially Important Measures Recommended. 

We cannot close our report without calling your atten¬ 
tion to several important matters which should command your 
special attention during the coming year, namely: A West 
End Union Passenger Depot for the Lake Shore and Nickel 
Plate railways; the extension of the W. 117th street car line 
to Lorain avenue and the serious consideration of the final 
disposition and use of the old Superior viaduct. These, we 
consider, to be of such general importance that the interest of 
the entire membership should be enlisted. 

Our Thanks Arc Given. 

In conclusion it is our duty and our pleasure to specially 
thank Mr. H. W. S. Wood for his splendid gift of three large 
volumes of Plat hooks of Cleveland and Cuyahoga County , 
and we also desire to thank our regular and special commit¬ 
tees for the efficient performances of any duties assigned them. 
The general membership has given loyal support to the civic 
questions which have come before them and we have no reason 
to doubt that the coming year will find this support stronger 
than ever before and that 1916 will find the Chamber of In¬ 
dustry responding to all the calls of duty with greater zeal and 
efficiency. 
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FAREWELL ADDRESS

Gentlemen of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

One year ago tonight I accepted the presidency of this 
organization from Mr. F. D. Lawrence. It was with a full 
knowledge of the responsibility of the office as I had served 
on the board of directors for some time and knew what this 
office held for the occupant. 

You will remember that I said that it would be my en¬ 
deavor to keep the Chamber of Industry in as good a condi¬ 
tion and do as good work as had been done before me. It has 
been my endeavor to keep this Chamber in as high favor in 
the public eye as it was before. I feel with no undue self-con¬ 
gratulation, that this has been done. 

In my capacity as president I have been called before 
other civic bodies and in consultation with public officials and 
in every case I found that the approval and advice of the 
Chamber of Industry was sought and heeded. 

We have worked in perfect harmony with the city ad¬ 
ministration and the civic organizations of the city throughout 
the year. 

The Chamber of Industry has attained a position where 
the public, not only on the West Side, but throughout the city, 
look to us and know us to have the highest ideals on questions 
of the public welfare. They know us to be absolutely un¬ 
selfish and further that no personal motive governs this body 
in any move made by it. In whatever we do, the public know, 
that we are working for the public good from a strictly un¬ 
biased and non-partisan opinion based upon facts. We know 
that our opinion is asked when a strictly unbiased decision is 
wanted. 

There are yet several things to be accomplished. When, 
seven years ago, the Chamber of Industry started to work this 
section west of the river was but a sleepy village. We took 
into our hands the task of almost rebuilding the city west of 
the river. The population at that time was selfish and small 
visioned and divided into sections. Each section had its eye 
on the others and fought to see that no improvements were put 
into one place that did not come into their own. The Cham¬ 
ber took up the task of joining these factions into one body to 
work for the public good in the entire section west of the river. 
Since that time the large problems affecting this section have 
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been worked out is read in our annual report. To this Cham¬ 
ber is due the credit for the vast majority of the public im¬ 
provements on the West Side today. _ 

The members at dinners and in public hearings at which 
the citizens of the West Side took part, the members listened 
to both sides of questions and after weighing them carefully 
acted wisely and all improvements endorsed by this organiza¬ 
tion have been loyally supported by it. 

One year ago when I took up the work as president ol 
this Chamber it was with the idea that any matter of public 
improvement or for the public good would be discussed and 
every one would have a chance to have their say about the 
matter. This has been done and if you have not done so it 
is through no fault of the Chamber or its officers. A few of 
the things that should be taken up are rapid transit, extended 
boulevards and union depot on West Side. 

Several years ago I invited a man to dinner at the Cham¬ 
ber of Industry and later induced him to join the organization. 
He subsequently became a director and in all things which 
came before the board he has taken to heart and worked con¬ 
scientiously and wisely for all things in the Chamber. I know 
him to be a man of noble character, a good citizen and I know 
he will make you a mighty good president. It is with great 
pleasure that I hand to Mr. L. Q. Rawson the gavel.

Gentlemen of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

. j- W f Were to canvass this meeting for an expression of 
individual opinion as to the reasons why the city of Cleveland 
has attained its present importance among American munici¬ 
palities we would receive many different and some conflicting 
v, ^ w f' Probably it is impossible to discover all the factors 
which have contributed to Cleveland’s growth and develop- 
ment. r 

1S certa i n * The forces which have raised the 
city of Geveland from forty-third place among the cities of 
the united States in 1850 to the sixth place in 1910 are not 
merely accidental. It is true that our location with reference 
to natural resources, our transportation facilities and our 
proximity to profitable markets have had much to do with it. 
The particular spot upon which our city stands was recog- 
a ,f durable for its present purpose at a very early date 
When Moses Cleaveland landed at the mouth of the Cuyahoga 
wa i S SO attracte d by the panorama of the valley and 
the hills and the safe harbor that he wrote in his report to the 
Connecticut Land Co. that the valley of the Cuyahoga river 
adjacent to its mouth afforded such an excellent townsite that 
in his judgment it would some day be a center of population 
as large as Windham, Conn. I haven’t examined the census 
statistics, but I think Windham today is a town of about 12 000 
people. So you see that while Moses Cleaveland was a prophet 
he was a very conservative one. 9 

But location, natural resources and proximity to good 
marketsare not all. The human equation must be reckoned 
with. There is indicated in this community of ours the pres¬ 
ence of an energetic, impelling people, who'have planned with 
intelligence and executed with efficiency. It is not egotism 
when we say that this city has a distinct civic character de¬ 
veloped through a century of substantial achievements, which 
has made it great and mark it for still greater things to come, 
this is the estimate placed upon this community by others 
not members of it and whose natural bias in favor of their 
own home cities would free them from any charge of beine 
prejudiced in our favor. & 

Now having this kind of people, this potential force for 
higher and better development, it is certainly only exercising 
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just good common sense that we should foster and encourage 
the instruments and the means of utilizing this force, to the 
end that desired results may more quickly, certainly and per¬ 
manently be secured. You and I are here tonight as mem¬ 
bers of an organization created to do this very thing, and 1 
am asking you in all seriousness whether we appreciate the 
true value of this organization and prize it as we should 

You know there is an old saying that familiarity breeds 
contempt. Our children listen to the phonograph talk over 
the telephone and switch on the electric light as if these won- 
derful devices had always existed, and with no thought o 
what they really mean to modern civilization. Those of us 
who have seen these things invented and developed in our own 
lifetime look upon them differently. We are never free from 
an admiration of the genius which has made these things pos¬ 
sible and the practical efficiency which is daily widening their 
uses. Someone has said that the common comforts of today 
were a century ago the rare and marvelous wonders of the 
few; that the philosophy of one age is the common sense of 
the next. Men are called imbeciles for not knowing today 
what others were called crazy for pretending to know a few 

yearS The°point of all this is that by common use and constant 
contact we lose the true sense of the value of the tools with 
which we work. One of the greatest of these tools is the art 
of organized effort. Organizations at first were trade gui c s 
or commercial bodies having for their sole objects the ad¬ 
vancement of certain classes of artisans or merchants. e 
big broad idea of using organized effort for the general pub¬ 
lic welfare was at first ridiculed as an impractical altruism. 
Todav organized effort, of which the Chamber of Industry is 
a splendid concrete example, is so generally employed that 
out of our very familiarity with it there is danger that lack 
of appreciation of it may come. We must not dull the sharp 
edge of this tool of organized effort which we now know how 
to use. I remember the story of a negro driver who was very 
skillful with a long lash whip. He could take that whip and 
pick a fly from the tip of the lead horse’s ear without making 
the horse wink and could cut a clover blossom growing by the 
road-side. One morning while driving for his master and hav¬ 
ing performed several feats of this character, his master ob¬ 
served a hornet’s nest on a tree with one lone hornet perched 
nearby, and he said to the darkey, “Sam, take your whip and 
let me see you pick off that hornet.” “No, sah,” said Sam; 
“we’re gwine to leave that hornet alone. Those hornets are 
organized.” 
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ru \° U have read the report of the board of directors of this 

r' 915 ; and 1 believe y° u "ill agree with 
me that the Chamber has fully justified its existence. I read 
recently in the archives of this Chamber the record of the many 
important public improvements which have either originated 
here or by co-operation of this body have been hastened to 
completion, and the many questions involving the general wel¬ 
fare of the people in which this Chamber has had an important 
P art in reaching proper and satisfactory conclusions. 

f o r y m the hlst ° r y of this Chamber it was pointed out 
that there was one all-important reason why the West Side 
including Lakewood and other western suburbs, was not as 
eagerly sought by home builders as other less favored parts 
of the city, and that reason was the lack of free and uninter¬ 
rupted communication across the Cuyahoga river. The man¬ 
ner in which the Chamber of Industry addressed itself to the 
remedying of this condition can be visualized today in the 
magnificent bridge now nearing completion. 

If this were a proper time for retrospection, we might

the budding of new fire stations on the West Side, the elimi¬ 
nation of the Nickel Plate railway grade crossing at W. 25th 
street, the Demson-Harvard extension, the converting of the 
Central viaduct into a high level bridge, the completion of the 
nev\ est Side market house, the elimination of the dangerous 
and unsightly double tunnels under the Lake Shore railway 
tracks in Lake avenue near Edgewater park, the new Brook¬ 
lyn-Brighton bridge, the Edgewater boulevard extension, and 
many other similar enterprises in which this Chamber has 
played a most important part. I only mention these things so 
that there may be raised up before our eyes physical evidence 
that organized effort really pays and that, based upon the ac¬ 
complishments of the past, the Cleveland Chamber of Industry 
has been tried and not found wanting, and stands today strong 
vigilant, alert and more capable of carrying out the purposes 
tor which it was organized than ever before. 

A kind-hearted old preacher in an unguarded moment told 
some boys that next Sunday he was going to preach about 
Noah These boys obtained access to the large Bible which 
rested on the reading desk and glued together two of its pages 
right in the middle of the story of Noah. So on Sunday morn- 
!u g £ h en the minister sought to announce his text, he opened 
the Holy Book and read: “When Noah was 120 years old he 
took unto himself a wife, who was,” then turning two pages 
instead of one, continued to read, “140 cubits long, 20 cubits 
wide and coated with pitch inside and out.” He was naturally 
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surprised at this and, turning back to the place of beginning, 
read it again. He said to his congregation: “My friends, I 
have never come across this statement in the Bible before, but 
undoubtedly it is here, and I accept it as further evidence of 
the fact that we are fearfully and wonderfully made.” Now, 
mv friends, if we can just instill in ourselves that supreme 
degree of faith in the future of the Chamber of Industry, there 
are no barriers standing in the path of the progress of this 
community which this organization cannot surmount. 

We see around us a number of new organizations being 
formed, business men’s associations and the like, intended to 
further the interests of certain business centers of the city. 
To my mind there is every reason why the Cleveland Chamber 
of Industry should work in perfect harmony with these or¬ 
ganizations, which necessarily must be smaller and more re¬ 
stricted in their respective spheres of influence. We must not 
forget that this organization originated with a more or less 
local purpose in view, and still emphatically believes that its 
best results will follow the application of its energies to mat¬ 
ters essentially affecting the West Side. We must also remem¬ 
ber that in carrying out our purposes, namely, furthering the 
interests of the West Side, we have at the same time been a 
tremendous force in the upbuilding of the entire city and 
county. Therefore, it naturally follows that no section of the 
West Side can be improved or bettered by any organization 
or association without at the same time favorably affecting 
the entire West Side, and that is the very thing we are striv¬ 
ing for. None of us, however, can afford to permit our 
activities in local associations to dampen our ardor or mini¬ 
mize our efforts in the broader work which the Chamber of 
Industry is doing. 

I would be ungrateful if I did not acknowledge the con¬ 
sideration shown me in being chosen your president for the 
year 1916, but I hope I have no false notions respecting it. 
I see in the presidency of this organization an opportunity to 
serve the community in which we live and which, I am sure, 
we all love. The efforts of your officers will be wholly with¬ 
out avail unless your personal co-operation and united strength 
are present to sustain them. This year I hope to see thegen- 
eral membership take a larger part in the affairs of the Cham¬ 
ber We should not have a listless, far-apart pride in this 
organization of ours, but the pride of touch and participation 
in its affairs. With this end in view, I propose to fill standing 
committees, wherever possible, from the general membership, 
and further, to appoint special committees from the member- 
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ship to consider special questions which may arise whenever 
there is doubt as to the propriety of referring them to any 
particular standing committee. 

Therefore, I ask that you give a little more of your time 
thus year to the common welfare and share with your directors 
and officers a little more of the responsibility you have placed 
upon their shoulders.

The guest of honor was the Hon. Augustus Peabody 
Gardner of the United States Congress from the Sixth Dis¬ 
trict of Massachusetts, who spoke as follows on 


PREPARE AGAINST WAR 
Mr. Toastmaster, 

and Gentlemen of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

“All Europe is reeling drunk with slaughter,” wails the 
Carnegist.. When mankind is maddened with drink, is that 
a proper time to lay in a fresh supply of liquor?” snorts the 
pacificist preacher. Perhaps not; but it is a mighty good time 
to secure some additional policemen and see that they are 
supplied with good stout night-sticks. What’s been troubling 
the Allies has not been too much drink, but too much peace 
dope. When you see your neighbors staggering under the 
blows which they received before they could shake off the 
etlects of their pipe dreams, is that a proper time to lay in a 
fresh supply of the same sort of dope that drugged them? 

I am here to advocate the preparation of the United States 
against war. There is all the difference in the world between 
being prepared for war and being prepared against war. It is 
true that if a nation has deliberately prepared for war, it is 
irughty likely to find war. Germany was pfepared for war 
and she made war. Switzerland was prepared against war 
and so far she has escaped war. Belgium was prepared 
neither for war nor against war so war overwhelmed her. 

It may be true that the man who arms himself with a re¬ 
volver and goes looking for trouble is the man who finds 
trouble. But it isn’t because he carries the revolver that he 
finds trouble, it is because he is a trouble-maker, and is look¬ 
ing for trouble. 

We arm our police with revolvers and we teach them to 
use them in the hour of need. We send our police abroad 
where trouble is brewing; but who is there that believes that

policemen stir up riot because they are armed with revolvers ? 

Does a city invite a conflagration by equipping itself with 
machines and firemen to fight against fire? Just as much as a 
nation invites war by equipping itself with machines and men 
to fight against aggression. 

We hear on every side the plausible analogy between the 
practice of law and the practice of war. You are all familiar 
with the argument of the pacificist. “Suppose,” says he, “that 
a man prepares himself for the law, that he earnestly studies 
aw, that he devotes his attention to perfecting himself in the 
law, can there be the slightest doubt that he will be anxious 
to practice law. In the same way if men earnestly study 
war, if they devote their attention to perfecting themselves in 
war, can there be the slightest doubt that they will be anxious 
to practice war. Clever, I admit; but suppose for the sake 
of illustration that in place of the profession of law, we sub¬ 
stitute the profession of medicine. Now, let me ask you the 
question: Suppose that a man earnestly studies disease, that 

he devotes his attention to perfecting himself in the art of 
combating disease and attacking disease, does that mean that 
the man is going to practice disease? Does it mean that he 
will invite disease or will strive for the spread of disease ?” 


ARBITRATION TREATIES 

Nowadays we are told that if the United States will only 
go ahead and mind its own business then we shall not get 

1 ,m°c an ^i r0 ! lb ! e - If the United States in the Y ^r of Grace 
1915 suddenly begins to mind its own business, it will be doing 

what it has never done before in the whole course of our his¬ 
tory. Take up tomorrow morning’s newspaper and I venture 
to say that you will find on the front page more than one in¬ 
stance where the business of the United States is so entwined 
with the business of other nations that you cannot tell where 
one leaves off and the other begins. Do you suppose the world 
thought we were minding our own business away back in 1823 
when we put a spoke in Spain’s wheel to prevent her getting 
back her South American possessions? Do you suppose Great 
Britain thought we were minding our own business when we 
insisted on her arbitrating the boundary between British 
Guiana and Venezuela? Do you suppose that Spain thought 
we were minding our own business when we told her what 
she ought to do with her colonists down in Cuba? And yet 
we are told that we are to mind our own business and enter 
into treaties to cover a few other odds and ends by arbitration 
I am sorry to say that I have not as much faith in the 
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efficacy of treaties as I used to have. Even the United States 
did not toe the mark when it came to carrying out our treaties 
with the Indians or even with China. If Belgium had put less 
faith in a particular treaty now known as “The scrap of paper 
and put more faith in being prepared against war, the invasion 
of France would probably have taken place to the southward 
and Belgium would have been spared as Switzerland and Hol¬ 
land have been spared. 

MUST WE ARBITRATE THE MONROE DOCTRINE AND 
ASIATIC EXCLUSION? 

Now, the Monroe Doctrine stands like a flaming sword 
notifying Europe that she will not be permitted to colonize 
South America or Mexico. Do you suppose that that flaming 
sword is going to be effective against impoverished nations 
teeming with population unless we have something substantia 
in the way of military power with which to back it up? *P U 
might just as well expect a hungry hyena to respect the de¬ 
fencelessness of an unprotected bone. Moreover, we have 
looked the proudest nation of Asia square in the eyes and we 
have said to those fighting Japanese, “We will have none of 
vou here. We don’t want you within our borders. 1 he 
Japanese Government professes friendship for America, you 
say. True enough; but suppose that some fine day the people 
of Tapan should wake up and say to their Government: We 
demand from the people of the United States the same treat¬ 
ment which they give to other nations.” The Japanese will 
never be so unreasonable, you think. Won t they. How do 
you know? In these days the wisest man can t look very far 
into the millstone of the future. After all, is it so very un¬ 
reasonable from the Japanese point of view, I wonder ? 

We don’t know whether or not the Japanese are going to 
demand the same treatment as other nations for their people 
who desire to come to this country. But suppose they do make 
the demand. What is our answer going to be ? Shall we let 
them in as if they were Europeans? Shall we grant them 
naturalization? Never by my vote, I hope, nor will I arbitrate 
that question either; nor will the American people arbitrate 
that question any more than they will arbitrate the Monroe 

D ° Ct Ask any man from the Pacific Coast whether he will vote 
to arbitrate the question of Mongolian exclusion and risk a 
decree of an International Court admitting into this country 
hordes of Chinese and Japanese. Just ask him and see what 
he savs As to the philosophy of an international government 
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based on the brotherhood of man, that may come in the sweet 
bye and bye when Californians have learned to intermarry 
with Chinese and Mississippians have begun to select negresses 
for their brides. 

DISARMAMENT 

After this war is over, assuming that the allies are suc¬ 
cessful, many people think that there will be a general dis¬ 
armament, and that Great Britain will consent to forego her 
navy. Let us not forget that Great Britain is the only pop¬ 
ulous country which cannot practically feed itself. Therefore 
it is essential to Great Britain’s security that she take no risk 
of being shut off from her ocean trade. Will she be willing 
to trust the safety of her ocean trade to the good will of other 
nations? 

Such a notion seems to me to be fantastic; yet, of course 
it is conceivable that Great Britain might consent to forego 
her navy if other nations did the same. That would be no 
true disarmament, however, for in case of war her ocean 
going merchant marine is so enormous and so much more 
powerful than that of other nations that she could easily con¬ 
vert a part of her fleet into warships and still have plenty 
left for commerce. J 

Great Britain undertakes to have as big a navy as any 
two European nations put together. Are we forever to ignore 
what that means? Recently I received a petition asking me 
to vote for a reduction in the estimates for our navy. Why? 
Because, as my petitioner declared, everybody will be ex- 
hausted and unable to fight after this European war is over, 
Perhaps, Great Britain, and she, we are told, is friendly.’ 
Well, she is friendly today, but in international affairs it is 
just as it is in politics. Your friend of today is the man you 
may be fighting tomorrow. If we are going into a match 
against Great Britain in the business of whittling down navies 
I should like to start on a good deal longer stick than we have 
at present. I do not relish whittling off a short stick while 
we let Great Britain whittle off her long stick. One decided 
advantage in naval disarmament would be that it would spike 
the tongues of the noisome slanderers who declare that the 
crusaders for this nation’s security are inspired by the makers 
of armor plate and the builders of ships. 

As to successful nations being so exhausted after this war 
that they cannot fight, the notion is fanciful. We were never 
stronger in a military sense than we were in 1865 after four 
exhausting years of war. Moreover, the victor nations in 
this European war will, if they think best, provide themselves 
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with funds by the exaction of war indemnities from the van¬ 
quished. _ , . 

During our Civil War, Europe argued that the North and 
South would exhaust each other and have no strength left for 
the enforcement of the Monroe Doctrine. What happened? 
France sent an army into Mexico and placed an Emperor on 
the throne and laughed in our faces. Just as soon as the 
North could spare the troops along towards the end of the 
Civil War, we sent General Phil Sheridan with an army. He 
lined his men up on the Rio Grande. Out went the French 
army and down went the Emperor without a single shot being 
fired, except the shots which the executioners fired when they 
stood the poor Emperor up against the wall. That ended the 
theory of exhausted nations being unable to fight until Austria 
forgot the lesson last July. The wiseacres in Vienna nodded 
their heads sagely as our wiseacres do today. They whispered 
to each other, “Servia has been exhausted by a double war. 
Belgrade is at our mercy and within a few weeks we shall have 
another Balkan fief under our dominion.” But it did not work 
out that way. Little Servia seemed stronger than ever. Weeks 
and months elapsed before the Austrian army got into Bel¬ 
grade and it was fired out again in pretty short order. 

SHATTERED DREAMS 

I can tell you what the trouble with the situation is. It 
isn’t the Navy'League and the like which are improperly in¬ 
fluencing public opinion. It’s the millions of a certain vain 
and I hope remorseful Croesus, named Andrew Carnegie. An¬ 
nually he devotes the income of $10,000,000 to pay for the 
spilling of printer’s ink galore and the hiring of smooth tongues 
to secure the distortion of public opinion. Many a seductive 
pipe dream can be inspired by a half a million dollars a year; 
but the two grandest dreams of all were rudely shattered at 
the end of last July. Oh! how the air has resounded for the 
last few years with the shout that the bankers of the world 
would never permit another war. Oh! what myriad chatauqua 
platforms have rattled with the prancing of the Carnegie or¬ 
ators as they inspired their hearers with the belief that the 
working men of Europe would refuse to fight each other. 1 
venture to say that most of the people in this very audience 
have been told that socialists would fight in no more wars and 
that the socialist members of the legislative bodies in Europe 
led by the 110 socialists in the German Reichstag as one man 
would vote down any war budget which any war lord might 
demand. What, oh, what has happened? Evolution sternly

shook the pipe dreams. What did the bankers of Europe do 
when it came to the pinch? David Starr Jordan says that the 
bankers of Europe would have stopped the war if they had 
been given time enough. Perhaps they would have stopped 
the war; but the fact is that the bankers* advice and consent 
was not asked for. The only question which the bankers 
were asked to answer was just how quickly would they sup¬ 
ply a billion or two of dollars, and accompanied with the ques¬ 
tion was an intimation that they had better step lively or 
someone would know the reason why. So far as the work¬ 
ingmen of Europe were concerned, they flew at each other 
with surprising willingness. Every capital of Europe was 
thronged with fleeful citizens shouting the national anthem 
and peace advocates instead of being greeted with cheers were 
greeted with jeers. As to the socialist representatives of the 
parliaments of Europe, the 100 odd German socialists remem¬ 
bered their promise to the socialists of the world that as one 
man they would vote down the war budget. They kept their 
promise, that is exactly what they did, as one man they voted 
down the war budget. Just one man and that one man was the 
socialist deputy, Dr. Liebknecht. 

international courts and international armies. 

But a new manifestation has materialized in the seances 
conducted by the Carnegists. In the future, we are to have 
an international Court with an International Army and an In¬ 
ternational Navy to enforce its decrees—no less. * 

Supposing that that International Court were to decide 
t at the Chinese and the Japanese ought to have equal rights 
with men of other nationalities to be admitted into this coun¬ 
try—which, by the way, is by no means an unlikely decision 
for an International Court to render—do you think that our 
workingmen would allow us to lie down and permit it? Sup¬ 
posing the International Army and the International Navy 
were obliged to attack us in order to force the admission of 
those Chinese and Japanese, would the American division of 
the International Army fight with the rest of the International 
Army or against it? And if it mutinied, what would be the 
future of that International force? 

Supposing the International Court decided that if we 
would not secure debts owed to foreign countries by Mexico 
and would not protect foreign investments or persons in 
Mexico the International Army would have the right to do it 
m °, U : , stead and that is also a very possible verdict—Iwhat 
would happen then? Should we stand by and see that Inter- 
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national Army invade Mexico? And if the International Court 
decrees an invasion, shall we have no need for an army and 
navy to resist the International Army and the International 
Navy p 

My friends, the theory is growing up in the world that 
the various peoples of the world have an inherent right, to 
migrate to the United States or elsewhere if they so desire. 
You meet that theory in every sort of foreign publication. 
Our right to exclude immigration seeking to come to these 
shores has been challenged more than once. Do you suppose 
our people would bow to an International decision which de¬ 
nied our right to control immigration? How should we have 
fared throughout this nation’s history if instead of fighting 
our battles we have been asked to depend upon decrees of In¬ 
ternational Courts? Would the revolutionists of 1775 have 
left it to any International Court to decide whether or not 
New England ought to be taxed? Yet, such was one of the 
main issues which brought on the revolution, unless we are 
to believe that the insolence of the British authorities in Bos¬ 
ton was the main cause which after all may perhaps have been 
the case. How would our case have come out before an In¬ 
ternational Court? How should we have fared if we had sub¬ 
mitted to arbitration the dispute which caused the Mexican 
War? We assisted Texas to get away from Mexico and then 
we proceeded to annex Texas. Plainly and bluntly stated, our 
purpose was to get some territory for American development. 
How do you think we should have come out before an Inter¬ 
national Court in those days ? . 

Would the North have consented to arbitrate the ques¬ 
tion of slavery? Would the nation have permitted an Inter¬ 
national tribunal to decide whether or not the battleship Maine 
was blown up from the inside or from the outside, or whether 
Spain should be forced to evacuate Cuba? If this question 
had been submitted to the International Court, how would 
the International Court have decided, and would we have sub¬ 
mitted to its decision? Would other nations representatives 
in that International Court have unanimously consented to our 
coercion? Obviously not. As a matter of fact a sort of In¬ 
ternational Court actually convened itself to sit on the very 
question of our dispute with Spain. You may have forgotten 
about that Court. It was known to the world as the Concert 
of European Powers and a grand old harmonious concerto it 
was when Great Britain broke in with a false note. The rest 
of the orchestra had attuned their fiddles to the popular air 
of “Down with your Uncle Samuel.” Just at that moment, 
Great Britain started to blow an entirely different note and 
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to this day I for one have not forgotten it. Anyway, Great 
Britain broke up that Concert of European Powers and I 
reckon that was about as near an International Court as we 
shall get within the next 50 years. 

So much for the last dream of the peace preachers. I 
could dream as fast and as often as any Carnegist that ever 
advocated a sane and safe bourth of July if you would only 
give me the interest on $10,000,000 a year. I could dream of 
the day when there will be no burglars. Meanwhile, inasmuch 
as 1 live half a mile from the nearest neighbor, I shall not at 
present get rid of my watchdog. 

NORTH SEA BATTLES. 

, . ^ r u Chairman, the fastest battleship or armored cruiser 
which the United States has ever owned or owns today, built 
or building, is slower than the slowest of the nine big war¬ 
ships which fought some weeks ago in the North Sea. The 
Blucher, which was sunk because she was 5 knots slower than 
her companions, was faster than any vessel in our Navy today 
built or building, except the small fry like destroyers and 
scouts. J 


THE GENERAL BOARD OF THE NAVY. 

A good many people say to me, “Gardner, why don’t you 
people down in Congress provide a Board or Commission or 
something of the sort of the very best officers in the Navy and 
let them lay out a program for you to follow?” As a matter 
of fact, precisely such a Board has been in existence for a 
dozen years. It is called the General Board of the Navy. Of 
course, the membership is continually changing as officers go 
on the retired list. However, during that dozen years, the 
Board has been composed of the very ablest officers in the 
Aavy and the policy which that Board has advocated has re- 
mained practically unchanged since 1903. The Board began 
bv presenting an estimate based on the naval building pro¬ 
gram of other countries. This report told us that our safety 
required a Navy based on 48 big battleships and other naval 
vessels in certain specified proportions. The report of the 
General Board of the Navy for 1914 tells us that we are 10 
battleships short of this minimum required for our safety and 
as a matter of fact, we are infinitely further off our proper 
equipment m other types of naval vessels. 

Now, what nations did the General Board have in mind 
when it recommended a Navy sufficient to insure our safety? 
Our safety against whom? Against any nation except Great 
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Britain forsooth. Now, why except Great Britain? I confess 
that I am such a militarist that I refuse to except Great 
Britain or except any other nation. I want to see the United 
States equipped with a big enough Navy to make us safe be¬ 
yond peradventure of a doubt against any nation, including 
Great Britain, and I don’t much care how much it costs. As 
a matter of fact, we are the only nation upon earth which can 
afford a mighty navy without substantially feeling the ex- 

pense. XT 

Well, what have we done with the plans of the Navy 
proposed by the General Board of the Navy? We started out 
all right. In 1903, we appropriated for five battleships. Every 
year since that time, we have promptly kicked the annual re¬ 
port of the General Board of the Navy into the waste paper 
basket. Even this year, except in the matter of submarines, 
we cut the program in two. In the matter of coast defense 
submarines, we took the advice of the General Board of the 
Navy and disregarded the economy wail of the Secretary of 
the Navy, who had recommended that we should cut the Gen¬ 
eral Board’s submarine estimate about in half. By the way, 
this year, the General Board recommended an appropriation 
of $5 000,000 for air craft. Congress liberally appropriated 
the modest sum of $1,000,000. I call it a liberal appropriation 
solely because it provides a million dollars more than the 
amount recommended by the Secretary of the Navy, who evi- 
dently has not much belief in new fangled notions. The Sec- 
retary evidently is of the opinion that we ought to be able to 
build air craft out of the savings which can be made out of 
the appropriations for the different bureaus of the Navy. For¬ 
tunately, we have only one Secretary of the Navy. 

OUR NAVY DROPPING BELOW THIRD PLACE. 

By the way, just why Congress has always assumed Great 
Britain’s friendliness I never have got through my head. I 
want this country to remain on friendly relations with the 
whole world; but I do not want this country to be at the mercy 
of any nation’s friendliness. My sympathies are entirely with 
the allies; but I do not relish the idea that our safety depends 
on the friendliness of our relations with Great Britain. I hate 
to feel that Great Britain could wipe our navy off the seas, 
and yet I believe such is the case. I want a navy so strong 
that our intercourse with that great power may be like the 
intercourse of two giants who respect each other’s strong right 
arms. I do not any longer wish to see this country subscribe 
to the doctrine that we must look at Great Britain from the 
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point of view of the man who says, “Well, I know if you choose 
to hit me over the head, there is nothing I can do about it.” 

To return to the building program laid down by the Gen¬ 
eral Board. We have utterly ignored that plan and every 
other plan. We have gone ahead building haphazard and year 
after year, we have refused adequate funds with which to 
carry out the Naval program. 

Let me read you what the General Board of the Navy 
reported to the Secretary a year ago. Remember, by the way, 
that the General Board of the Navy is supposed to comprise 
the very best officers in Uncle Sam’s service, and that means 
as good officers as ever walked a quarter-deck. Listen to this 
passage from the General Board’s report: 

“The absence of any definite naval policy on our part, 
except in the General Board, and the failure of the peo¬ 
ple, the Congress, and the executive government to recog¬ 
nize the necessity for such a policy has already placed 
us in a position of inferiority which may lead to war; 
and this inferiority is progressive and will continue to 
increase until the necessity for a definite policy is recog¬ 
nized and that policy put into operation.” 

From a strong second we have sunk way down to a poor 
third, and in war tonnage built and building we now rank 
fourth, just behind France. What is the situation we are in 
today according to the figures of the U. S. Bureau of Naval 
Intelligence? To be exact the world’s war tonnage, built and 
building, July 1, 1914, stood as follows: 

L Great Britain.2,714,106 tons 

2. Germany .1,306,577 tons 

3. France . 899,915 tons 

4. United States . 894,889 tons 

We have eight dreadnaughts completed and nine more 
either building or authorized, including those authorized this 
March. We have not a single dreadnaught cruiser either built, 
building or authorized. Yet many people think the dread- 
naught cruiser a far mightier battleship than the heavily pro¬ 
tected dreadnaught. Compare this our little total of 17 first 
class capital ships built, building or authorized, with the war¬ 
ship lists of Great Britain and Germany last July. Heaven 
alone knows what those nations have been building since the 
war broke out. We do know, however, from the report of 
our own Navy Department, that on July 1st last Great Britain 
had 46 dreadnaughts and dreadnaught cruisers built and build¬ 
ing while Germany had 28 dreadnaughts and dreadnaught 
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cruisers built and building. Even the firmest believer in our 
capacity to “lick all creation” will have to gird up his loins 
if he wishes to believe that our modest 17 dreadnaughts are 
equal to the task which might be set them. 

AIR CRAFT. 

Capt. Bristol, head of the air service of the Navy, has 
compiled some mighty interesting figures. On July 1, 1914, 
it appears that France had 1,400 aeroplanes and 22 dirigibles; 
Russia had 800 aeroplanes and 18 dirigibles, and the other 
great nations followed suit. 

Since the aeroplane was an American invention, perhaps 
you think that we lead the world in aeroplanes. Well, we do 
not. We have 11 of them in the Army and 12 in the Navy. 
None of them are armored. Not more than two are of the 
same type, so it is said. 

As to dirigibles, we have not a single solitary specimen, 
either of the Zeppelin or of any other type. What is more, 
we are not likely to have any Zeppelins until the American 
people get upon their hind legs and holler so that the Govern¬ 
ment deaf-mutes can hear. Zeppelins cost money. A big 
Zeppelin costs pretty nearly a cool million of dollars, and there 
is a deal of pretty spending in a million of dollars. Waste it 
on a gas balloon, indeed! No, thank you; we will be our own 
gas balloons and we will save that money for increased pay 
where the votes grow thickest. 

CREWS. 

After all, what we need in the Navy more than anything 
else is enough men to man our ships which are now in com¬ 
mission and in addition enough men to permit us to put in full 
commission others of our ships which are now “in reserve.” 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt and Admiral Badger 
testify that we ought to have 20,000 more men for this pur¬ 
pose. Admiral Fletcher, Commander in Chief of the North 
Atlantic Fleet, did not go fully into numbers; but he w r rote 
the Congress that “an alarming shortage of men exists in the 
battleship fleet under his command.” Of course, in case of 
war we should need a vast additional number of men besides 
this 20,000. The testimony before the Committee on Naval 
Affairs this year revealed the fact that it takes as long to train 
a sailor in the merchant marine to be a man-o-wars man as it 
does to train a raw recruit. The full danger of the situation 
revealed itself when investigation showed that we have less 
than 8,000 men in the Naval Militia and no reservists at all. 
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We have just passed a law providing for the creation of a 
Naval reserve composed of former enlisted men of the United 
States Navy. Although personally, I believe a great deal more 
in present timers than in hasbeens, nevertheless I took pleas¬ 
ure in voting for that Bill. Godspeed to Secretary Daniels 
with his naval reservists. I hope he will have better luck than 
the War Department has had. A few years ago, we passed a 
Bill providing for a Reserve Army. Today that Reserve Army 
consists of just 16 men according to the last report of the 
Secretary of War. 

COLD STORAGE. 

If we had 20,000 more men, we should not be obliged to 
let so many of our ships deteriorate in “cold storage.” Do 
you realize that no less than ten battleships and eighty other 
war craft are not in full commission? The Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy informed us that not one of these battleships 
could be put in fighting trim inside of three months, and from 
that upward to over a year. That’s what comes of scrimping 
on the personnel of our Navy. 

THE MOST ALARMING STATEMENT. 

The Chief of the Division of Operations of the Fleet is 
the Naval Officer whose functions most nearly correspond to 
the office of Chief of Staff of the Army. This position is held 
by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske. 

Rear Admiral Fiske is a man who says what he thinks 
and not what somebody tells him to say. He doesn’t enshroud 
himself in reticence, and he doesn’t manicure his evidence. 
He speaks right out to the point. I need hardly say that the 
powers that be had no intention whatever of having Rear Ad¬ 
miral Bradley A. Fiske testify last winter before the Commit¬ 
tee on Naval Affairs when the hearings were going on. For¬ 
tunately for the country, Capt. Richmond P. Hobson of Ala¬ 
bama was a member of that committee, and Capt. Hobson in¬ 
sisted on having Admiral Fiske summoned. The Admiral ap¬ 
peared and he testified that it would take five years to fit the 
United States Navy to fight an efficient foreign foe. Stormy 
indignation did not shake his evidence one whit. He stuck to 
his guns as an American Admiral should do. If he was guilty 
of an indiscretion, it was a superb indiscretion. It was as 
courageous a display of moral courage as I have ever known. 
My only fear is that it may have marred his chances for the 
future. If his action had been discreet, however, it would not 
have been courageous. 
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THE COAST ARTILLERY AND THE FIELD ARMY. 

I have no time tonight to discuss the question of our 
harbor defenses or seacoast fortifications as we are pleased to 
call them. Neither have I time to go into the deplorable con¬ 
dition of our ammunition reserve both for our coast guns and 
for the guns of our field artillery. I have just a word to say 
to you in answer to those good people headed by the President 
of the United States and the Secretary of State who believe 
that invaders would be repelled by a trained citizenry leaping 
to arms, that is supposing that we had any arms for them to 
leap to. It is hopefully suggested that this small army will 
be supplemented by our entire organized militia. I wonder 
whether there is much ground for that hope. I found in the 
report of the Chief of Staff of the United States Army that 
we had last year about 120,000 enlisted men in the organized 
militia. Of this modest number, 23,000 failed to attend the 
annual inspection, 31,000 failed to go to camp, and 44,000 
failed to visit the rifle range during the entire year. 

I can not forget that no less than 15 States of the Union 
fell short by greater or less amounts of furnishing their quotas 
of troops during the Spanish War. I can not forget that after 
the first burst of enthusiasm was over cities and towns offered 
bounties in order to fill their quotas of troops in the Civil 
War. I can not forget that the National Government later 
on gave a large sum of money to each veteran who would re¬ 
enlist, nor that both the North and the South were eventually 
obliged to resort to the hateful necessity of compelling men 
to join the army against their wills. All those things are none 
the less facts because they are unpopular facts and because it 
is the fashion to blink them. 

ARE WE GOING TO WAR? 

Now, do I expect war? Of course I do not expect war. 
No sensible man ever expects war, but sometimes war comes. 
If I go into a neighborhood where there is smallpox, I do not 
expect to catch smallpox, but I get vaccinated just the same. 
I hope I shall not run into anybody with my automobile this 
year, and I do not expect to do so, but I propose to carry some 
automobile insurance. 

Wars come nowadays without much warning. The last 
and greatest war of all came like a thunderbolt out of a clear 
sky to the British Nation. Here is an extract from a speech 
made in November by David Lloyd George, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer of Great Britain: 
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“When this war broke out we were on better terms 
with Germany than we had been for 15 years. There was 
not a man in the Cabinet who thought that war with Ger¬ 
many was a possibility under the present conditions.” 

Fortunately for Mr. David Lloyd George and for his 
country, Great Britain has kept her Navy in the acme of con¬ 
dition for pretty nearly a hundred years. No matter what 
Great Britain has of late years neglected, she has kept the 
blade of her Navy bright and clean. I wish that we could 
say the same. I wish that I could disbelieve the testimony of 
Admiral Fiske, and Admiral Knight, of Capt. Bristol and Cap¬ 
tain Sterling, of Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, and the hun¬ 
dreds of officers and enlisted men who corroborate in private 
what a few of their superiors have the courage to say in 
public. 

If we are going to have a Navy at all, let us have a real 
Navy, such as the General Board of the Navy recommends, 
and not make a half-way surrender to the torpor of anemia 
reenforced by the economies of the cheeseparers. If we pro¬ 
pose to save our money and surrender to those dreams, let us 
openly admit it and stop humbugging the people by pretending 
that the Navy is ready for war. 
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THE HOUSE RULES 

Adopted by the House Committee and Approved by the 
Board of Directors. 

HOURS. 

Rule 1. The Club Rooms and Parlors shall be kept open 
every day, except Sunday, from 10 o’clock a. m. until 12 
o’clock midnight. 


PRIVILEGES. 

Rule 2. The Building and Club Rooms are for the ex¬ 
clusive use of members and their families under the following 
conditions: 

(a) The wife of any member may have the use of the 
parlor or other available room, except auditorium, for meetings 
or other social functions without charge and the auditorium 
from 1 until 5 o’clock p. m. at a rental of ten dollars. 

(b) A member may personally introduce a visitor to 
the privileges of the chamber by a guest card, which, when 
presented shall be recorded with the address of the holder, 
and which shall entitle such person to the privileges of the 
chamber for a period of two weeks. A card of membership in 
any commercial organization of good standing in the United 
States shall entitle the holder to the privileges of the chamber 
for a period of not exceeding two weeks. Such periods may 
be extended by approval of the executive committee. 

(c) A membership card shall be issued annually to each 
member in good standing, who shall present it when so re¬ 
quested. 

(d) No book, publication or other property of the cham¬ 
ber shall be taken from the rooms, except by authority of the 
executive committee. 

(e) No pictures, works of art or advertisements of any 
nature shall be placed in the rooms, without permission of the 
executive committee. 

(f) Smoking may be prohibited at all meetings of the 
chamber at the discretion of the chair. 

(g) No subscription paper or petition shall be circulated 
nor any article offered for sale in the chamber building, with¬ 
out the permission of the executive committee. 

(h) The courtesies of the chamber shall be extended to 
duly accredited representatives of the press. 
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House Rules 


ENTERTAINMENT. 


Rule 3. (a) No spirituous, malt or vinous liquors shall 

be sold or used upon the premises. 

(b) The playing of games for money is prohibited. 

(c) The Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room are for the 
exclusive use of members. A guest of a member may have 
the privilege of the Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room only 
when accompanied by such member, or upon presentation of 
a guest’s card. 

(d) There shall be no accounts opened. 

(e) The rates for billiards and pool shall be forty cents 
per hour, the minimum charge being ten cents. 

The rates for bowling shall be ten cents per game, per 
person. Clubs may engage the alleys for exclusive use, but 
in all cases the applicant must be a member; the rental shall 
be $5.00 for two alleys from 1 to 4:30 p. m. and from 8:30 
p. m. to 12 midnight. An exception is made in the Men’s 
Bowling League, where the rate shall be $4.00, and in the 
Women’s Bowling League of the Chamber where the rate 
shall be $2.50 for the afternoon and $4.00 for the evening. 

(f) The Bowling Alleys are not to be rented on any 
night when there is a meeting or any other function of the 
chamber. 

(g) Whenever the use of the Bowling Alleys shall con¬ 
flict, on account of noise, with the use of the Auditorium, then 
the alleys shall not be used. 

(h) Rules governing the use of the Bowling Alleys and 
Billiard Rooms shall be printed and posted in a conspicuous 
place or places, in the room. 

(i) The charge for the use of private cue racks shall be 
25 cents per year, and for private lockers for bowlers, 50 
cents per year. 


CONDUCT. 



Rule 4. (a) No member or guest shall give a fee or 

gratuity of any kind to any employee. Any employee accept¬ 
ing a fee or gratuity shall be dismissed. 

(b) All attendants are required to give courteous treat¬ 
ment to all members and guests. It shall be the duty of the 
members to report in writing to the House Committee any 
complaint, or offer any suggestion, with a view toward im¬ 
provement in the management of the chamber, or its club 
features.

There were four places of public worship, viz: Episcopal, Pres¬ 
byterian, Baptist and Methodist There were two district schools and 
one tree school. There was one weekly journal, “Ohio City Argus” 
and a monthly periodical, entitled “Mothers' and Young Ladies’ Guide.”
